His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor entered 
the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly: 


It is with pleasure that I welcome you to the Second Session 
of the Ninth Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 


At this time it is fitting that I should express my profound 
regret and sorrow upon the passing of Field Marshal His Royal 
Highness The Duke of Connaught, who was from 1911 until 1916 
the Governor General of Canada; also the passing of the Marquis 
us ees who was from 1926 until 1931 the Governor General 
of Canada. | 


Since the Legislature last met, the arrival in Ottawa for a 
short visit of the Right Honourable Winston Churchill, Prime 
Minister of Great Britain, was an honour and delight to the people 
of the Dominion. We, in Alberta, with other Provinces, appreci- 
ated the opportunity of hearing his address from the Canadian 
Capital. Mr. Churchill is a magnificent war leader. We honour 
him for the service which he has rendered the British Empire 
in stiffening its will to resistance and determination to carry on. 


We are now in the third year of war. Events in Europe and 
the Far East have caused grave concern. More recently, the 
successes of Empire troops in Africa, coupled with the successes 
of Russia in Europe and the entrance of the United States into 
the conflict, have cheered and encouraged us. Each day we 
realize more and more the seriousness of the conflict, and more 
than ever our people are determined to do everything possible 
to the end that victory may be assured.

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Owing to unfavourable climatic conditions, the crop harvested 
in Alberta in 1941 was considerably below average. Weather 
conditions, together with the wheat acreage reduction scheme, 
resulted in a yield of 90,000,000 bushels of wheat, compared with 
187,000,000 bushels in 1940. The lower values for field crops 
were partly compensated for by the increased value of live stock, 
dairy and poultry products. The total value of Agricultural 
production is estimated at $192,000,000, compared with $212,000,- 
000 in 1940. 


Alberta has made a notable contribution to British food 
requirements by rapidly increasing the production of bacon. Total 
marketings for the year were 1,800,000 bacon hogs, which repre- 
sents 26% of the bacon hogs produced in Canada. Production 
of farm products has been expanded to meet the demands for 
increased supplies of food stuffs for Great Britain. My Govern- 
ment has expanded the facilities at its disposal to provide for the 
distribution of information, and also for increased field services, 
to assist farmers in dealing with Agricultural problems under 
war-time conditions. 


My Government will continue to place at the disposal of His 
Majesty’s Armed Forces the services of the Department of Health 
in connection with all matters relating to health and sanitation 
which are of concern to His Majesty’s Armed Forces in the 
Province. Arrangements have been made for lectures on various 
health topics, illustrated by Motion Picture Films, to the troops 
at various Military Training Centres in the Province. 


The Diagnostic Cancer Clinics authorized at the last Session 
of the Legislature, are now functioning in Calgary and Edmonton, 
and more than 1,000 patients have been referred to these clinics 
by Alberta physicians. No charge is made for the services of the 
diagnostic clinics, nor for X-ray or radium treatment. It is pro- 
posed during the coming fiscal year to extend this service to 
include surgery in those cases which, in the opinion of the clinic, 
are likely to benefit by surgical treatment. 


It is also proposed to go forward with the organization of 
additional full-time health units until all districts in the Province 
have been given the advantage of modern preventive Public 
Health Service. There has been great need for this service in 
rural districts, and it is proposed to establish three additional 
full-time health units during the coming fiscal year, providing 
it is possible to obtain well qualified Medical Officers and Public 
Health Nurses for this service. 


Considerable progress is being made in the re-organization 
of Municipal administration in the Province. After very careful 
study and lengthy preparation, a number of large Municipal Units 
are being set up this year, thus implementing the programme for 
re-organization of Municipal Administration outlined in the Ses- 
sion of 1940. With the introduction of this new system of 
Municipal Administration, we are confident that the benefits 
to be derived from our efficient road programme can be increased 
and the service to the people greatly improved. 


| My Government is thoroughly familiar with the circum- 
stances which have placed Alberta in a very important strategic 
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position with respect to the Military Defence of the North Amer- 
ican Continent. We shali continue to co-operate with all constituted 
authorities in the preparation and use of any or all facilities 
necessary to this end, and to press for the development of the 
areas to the North which hold vast deposits of minerals and of 
fuel oil so essential to an all-out war effort, and to the necessary 
preparation for the post-war period. We shall also continue to 
press for the extension of the boundaries of Alberta to include 
these areas in order that no time will be lost in their development. 


In view of the number of references which were being made 
to the Courts upon the constitutional validity of The Debt Adjust- 
ment Act, my Government, early last summer, took steps which 
resulted in a reference being made by the Governor General 
in Council to the Supreme Court of Canada, seeking the opinion 
of that Court as to the validity of this statute. Judgment was 
recently given by the Supreme Court of Canada declaring the Act 
to be ultra vires of the Legislature. As The Debt Adjustment Act 
is perhaps the most important single piece of debt legislation, 
and in view of the serious consequences of removing from debtors 
the protection of legislation which has been in force since 1931, 
my Government has decided to carry an appeal from the Supreme 
Court of Canada to the Privy Council. Accordingly instructions for 
this purpose have been given to the law officers of the Crown. 
Additional measures of debt adjustment will be submitted for 
your consideration during this Session. 


As a result of the recognized need for the revision of the 
statutes, the Legislature at its last Session provided the necessary 
appropriation for this purpose. ‘The very considerable work in- 
volved has been going forward for some months under the direc- 
tion of the Acting Legislative Counsel, and is now so far advanced 
that a printer’s proof of the proposed revision will be laid upon 
the table of the House during the present Session. Legislation 
will be introduced to authorize the final revision and printing. 


The Dominion Government has asked the Provinces to vacate 
temporarily, the Income and Corporation Tax fields, and to receive 
in return from the Federal Government for the duration of the 
war, yearly grants equal to the amount of revenue from these 
particular taxes for the year 1940. The Legislature at an early 
date will be given full opportunity of considering the proposed 
agreement. 


The past year witnessed a sound and satisfactory growth 
in the development of the Treasury Branch programme. Deposits 
continued to increase satisfactorily and a reserve of half a million 
dollars was set up through the purchase of Dominion Government 
Bonds of the Second War Loan. My Government proposes to 
continue to make the Treasury Branches a useful instrument in 
the programme of industrializing the Province and of building 
a balanced economy in Alberta. 


As enlistments for war services make it difficult to maintain 
an adequate quota of students-in-training at the Provincial 
Normal Schools, my Government is giving careful consideration 
to the supply and training of teachers for our schools during the 
war emergency. 


—  _  —— 
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School attendance in the Divisions has been made a responsi- 
bility of the Divisional School Boards to bring the practice into 
conformity with that of towns and cities. Legislation to give 
effect to this change will be placed before you. 


The War Emergency Programme, including mechanical train- 
ing of the R.C.A.F. personnel, the Army Tradesmen, and the men 
for war industries, has been carried along with increasing num- 
bers and excellent results during the year. With our present 
organization and administrative set-up, my Government will be 
able to continue to support an All-out War Effort. 


A Commission has been appointed to investigate the efficiency 
and scope of the operation of the University of Alberta. It is 
expected that the report will be ready for the consideration of 
the Legislature at this Session. 


The tourist industry showed an encouraging increase during 
the past season. Expenditures by tourists in 1941 totalled ap- 
proximately seven million dollars as compared with six million 
in 1940. 


Under the stimulus of War conditions, Alberta’s industries 
are steadily expanding. My Government intends to continue 
to do all in its power, still further to assist the orderly industrial 
development of the Province. Particularly will our efforts be 
continued to increase the shipments of Alberta coal to Eastern 
markets in much greater quantities. 


The Legislature will be asked to appoint a special committee 
for the purpose of receiving representations and recommenda- 
tions as to the operations of The Workmen’s Compensation 
(Accident-Fund) Act, and to report at the next Session of the 
Legislature. 


The business of the Alberta Government Insurance Office 
during 1941 has proven most gratifying. During the year 2,935 
policies were issued and, in addition, approximately 600 expiring 
polices were renewed. In view of the very satisfactory results 
obtained in this class of Insurance, my Government considered 
it in the public interest to implement the legislation to which it 
gave its assent at the last Session of the Legislature, authorizing 
the Alberta Government Insurance Office to enter the field of Life 
Insurance. The enabling legislation, therefore, was proclaimed 
in force December 15th, 1941. A consulting actuary, with the 
necessary qualifications, an experienced underwriter and a 
medical director have already been appointed. This extension of 
service is being financed by The Alberta Government Insurance 
Office and without recourse to the general revenue of the Province. 


The Petroleum and Natural Gas Conservation Board, which 
was set up for the purpose of directing an orderly development 
and production programme to encourage the greatest ultimate 
recovery without harm to the field, will continue to function, 
though its past Chairman was drafted to assist in the petroleum 
production programme of the United States Government. The 
present policy of the Board will be continued, however, and the 
necessary expert advice will be obtained as required. 
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In order to be prepared to assist wherever possible in plan- 
ning to meet the stern demands of the post-war reconstruction 
period, my Government has set up a Committee to make a careful 
survey of our natural resources and study ways and means by 
which the Province can render the greatest service. This Com- 
mittee will submit a report of its findings and recommendations 
and every assistance will be given the Federal Government to 
work out a programme which will make it possible to meet the 
serious conditions which may result. 


The Public Accounts of the last fiscal year, and the Estimates 
of Expenditure for the coming year will be submitted for your 
consideration. 


I leave you now to the consideration of the business of the 
Session, and trust that under Divine Providence, the result of 
your deliberations may be in the best interests of the people whom 
you have the honour to represent.

such by-law or by-laws shall take effect on the date of passage 
thereof, and the debentures (or other securities as aforesaid) 
authorized by any such by-law or by-laws may be dated either 
before, on or after the date of the passage of such by-law or 
by-laws, and may carry such rate of interest, and may be payable

WHEREAS, for more than a decade agriculture has been in 
a grievously depressed condition owing to the prices of farm 
products having been maintained at an uneconomic level below the 
actual costs of production; and 


WHEREAS, at the present time such farm prices are still 
some forty-five per cent below the parity price level of 1926, 
while at the same time the prices of the manufactured goods 
which farmers require are some forty-five per cent above the 
parity price level of that year; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by this Assembly, that 
the Federal Government be urged, for the efficiency of the na- 
tional war effort and as an essential measure of social justice, to 
forthwith establish a guaranteed price level for farm products

His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor was 
then pleased to deliver the following Speech: 


“MR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
OF ALBERTA: 


“In bringing to a conclusion this, the Second Session of the 
Ninth Legislative Assembly, I desire to express my appreciation 
of the earnest and thorough manner in which you have applied 
yourselves to your public duties. 


“A number of important measures have come before you for 
decision. I have noted with much satisfaction the careful atten- 
tion you have given to all of these, keeping steadfastly in mind 
the promotion of the welfare of our Province. 


“Tt thank you for the provision you have made to meet the 
needs of the Public Service. The sums of money you have thus 
provided will be expended by my Ministers in accordance with the 
principles of efficient and economic administration. 


“In relieving you from your duties and declaring the 
Assembly prorogued, I pray that under Divine Providence our 
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Province will soon advance to the attainment of the fullest 
measure of prosperity and happiness for all the people.” 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“It is His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor’s 
will and pleasure that this Legislative Assembly be now prorogued 
and this Legislative Assembly is accordingly prorogued.”’ 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly. 


The Assembly prorogued at 9:30 p.m.
